The klan,-as a state realm of the 
national organization has never applied 
for a Kansas charter. The state char- 
ter board has three members and one 
of the outstanding features of the re- 
cent political campaign in Kansas was 
the klan’s unsuccessful efforts to de- 
feat two members of the board. These 
members, Attorney General Griffith 
and Secretary of State Frank J. Ryan 
were reelected, but by pluralities from 
60.000 to 160,000 less than their re- 
publican mates on the state ticket were 
accorded. The third member of the 
board is the state bank commissioner.

The Atlanta Constitution is making a viz- 
orous fight for proper laws in that state 
to outlaw the habit of pitsol carrying. 

The pistol, says The Constitution, niust 
go, and ‘it must go by laws, federal and 
State, that will make it a penitentiary of- 
fense, without compromise or extenuvation. 
for any person not constitutionally author- 
ized to enforce the law, to be found with 
a pistol on his person.’’ 

But this proposel is probably overrea*h- 
ing the mark, for the present at any rate. 
Until we can actnally secure some inter- 
State or federal cooperation that will make 
it impossible for unathorized persons to pro- 
cure nistols except by illegal processes, tbe 
prospective criminals of al) kinds will «on- 
tinue to carry pistols regardless of ‘aws 
against possession,. risking the chance of 
discovery just as they risk apprehenion. in 
the crimes they expect to commit. And es 
long as this is the case there will exist a 
large number of otherwise law-abiding citi-

zens who will feel on occasion, perhaps 
mistakenly but none the less sincerely, ‘hat 
carrying a pistol is necessary to their per- 
sonal safety.

| Washington, January 10.—Althougi: 
a falling off in loadings of coal, coke 
pox: ore caused total loadings of reve- 
inue freight on American railroads 
last year to show a decline of 2.6 per 
cent from 1923, the totals for both 
the first and last quarters of the year 
were the greatest ever recorded for 
these periods, according to complete 
1924 loading figures announced today 
by the American Railway association. 

Compilations of the association's 
car service division show total load- 
ings last year of 48,527,227 cars. This 
compares with 49,812,113 ears in 
3. the high record, and 43,207,561 


With the exception of coal, coke 
‘and ore all: commodities and freight 
| classifications reached new high reec- 
loadings in 1924. Despite the 
Teble ‘ht, the report said, it 
was “handled ‘with the greatest effi- 
ciency ever attained by the railroads 


and without transportation difficul- 
ties.” 

Loadings of grain and grain prod- 
ucts were 5 per cent greater than the 
previous high record of 1922, total-

The vear loadings in less than ecar- 
load lots and in miscellaneous freight 
also both established new records, the 
former exceeding by 2.9 per cent and 
the latter by nearly 1 per cent the 
1923 figures.

Interesting Recollections 


an Journalist

Wilson Townsend, of Lexington, Ky., 
[ wrote some reminiscences of my 
newspaper career, which he published 
in the Sunday edition of The Lexing- 
ton Herald. Mr. Townsend is tuc 
author of a number of books. Besides 
his literary work he raises race-horses 
on his Blue Grags soil, the “Graceland 
Farms.’ Complimenting me upon my 
64 years of newspaper activity, and 
still writing for the press, refers to 
my labors in the spirit of John Town- 
send Trowbridge, who wrote in 1527, 


“With years a richer life begins, 
“The spirit mellows.” 


The influence of small 
one’s life is often remarkable. 
ing when a small boy the 
Ben Franklin,” in which there was a 
picture of the youthful printer setting 
type, it-occurred to me this should be 
my life work.

Not long after this I went into the 
office of I'he Shelby News, at Shelby- 
ville, Ky., my birthplace, and sub- 
scribed for the paper.

My 
first interview was peculiar. Now 
that I, too, was an editor. | desired to 
see and know the greatest editor in 
Kentucky.

Entering his 
office IL saw at a table a man, slip- 
shod, unshaven and in his shirt sleeves. 
I took him to be the porter or janitor 

When I asked to see Mr. Prentice 
he said, “That is my name.” My idol 
fell from its pedestal. But in a tew 


couraging words from him my idol was 
back on the pedestal where it belonged. 
The next morning The Journal had 
an editorial commending me and my 
paper to the business men of Louisville 
amd my little weekly paper was put 
on the exchange list of the big Louis- 
ville daily. 

Kentucky saw the falling of one 
bright star in the death of Mr. Pren- 
tice, and the rising of another when 
Henry Watterson became editor of 


that fine newspaper genius, Waiter N.

; paper of Louisville. 

One of my associates on The Sheiby 
Sentinel was William Stanley, whose 
son, William Owsley Stanley, was 
born in Shelbyville while 1 was editor 
of The Sentinel, has represented Ken- 
tucky in the United States senate for 
several terms. I remember very dis- 
tinctly a little red-headed boy, Frank 
who lived in Shelbyville. He 
was afterward Major General J.

It Was a great plemsure for me to 
{welcome through my paper Rev. Wil- 
Milburn, the distinguished 
| blind chaplain of the United States

several other books. I have a letter 
from him written not long before his 
death. He wrote with a pen, guided 
by a device of his own invention.

Case of North Carolina. 

Some of the states have begun to 
see this practice in its financial as- 
pects.

But accepting the fact that we 
want our money back. we are faced 
with the fact that getting it back de- 
pends upon the capacity of the debtor 
fo pay in the first place, upon his will- 
ingness, in the second place and upop 
his self-interest finally. 

U. S. Seen as Shylock. 

As to willingness it is idle to pay 
much heed to this. None of our debt- 
ors, the. British included. will pay 
willingly because none of them believe 
in the justice of our claim. For all 
Furope we are Shylock with the law 
on our side this time. What the mass 
of Furopeans think of our policy 


‘would, if it were reported over here. 
come pretty near to appalling those 
Americans it did not anger heyond ex- 
pression. 


As to self-interest. the final point. 
Britain paid us because the policy of 
paying seemed the single way to re- 
store the pound sterling to par. 
France, Italy and Belgium might pay 
us something, perhaps something con- 
siderable, to preserve their credit here 
and their source of future loans. But 
no nation would pay more than the 
element of self-interest required, and 
many Englishmen feel that Mr. Bal-

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Harris, Youngest 
Pilot, Became 
Semi-Pro at 14 


Stanley Harris, more widely 
known as “Bueky,” youngest big- 
league baseball manager on record 
and pilot of the 1924 world’s 
champions, the Senators, went to 
work in the coal mines at the age 
of 13 and was a semi-pro player 
when he was a year older. 

His remarkable story of pluck 
and determination in the face of 
adversity begins en November 8, 
1896, when he was born at Port 
Jervis, N. ¥. And he was born 
on Ball street. He moved to 
Pittston, Pa., when he was five 
and at once began to hope. Base- 
ball ran in the family; his father 
had been a semi-professional 
pitcher for Hughey Jennings and 
an elder brother. Merle, also be- 
came a semi-professional. 

Stanley Harris, at work at 13, 
besides being a star on the Sun- 
day school team, quickly turned 
into a semi-professional. 

His chance came in 1916, with 
the Tigers—znd they let him out. 
He failed twice more in the same 
year with lesser clubs. And when 
he landed a job with Norfolk, the 
war disbanded the Virginia league. 
But he kept on. 

With Reading in 1917, with 
Buffalo in the International 
league in 1918; then headed for 
military camp when the armistice 
was signed, and back to Buffalo 
in 1919, a year memorable for the 
fact that McGraw watched him 
work out at the Polo grounds and 
passed him up. 

In 1919 Harris, who eould have 
have been sold to other clubs, pick- 
ed Washington because he thought 
he would have a chance to play 
regularly from the outset. He 
made his big-league debut in New 
York in 1919 in a doubleheader. 
The next year he became Wash- 
ington’s regular second baseman 
and in 1924, at the age of 27, was 
made manager of the team, being 
the youngest big-league pilot ever 
known. He won the American 
league pennant for the first time 
in Washington's history and was 
one of the individual stars for 
Washington in the world series.

The New York Centrai Railroad company has grown to its present 
magnificence from a small pioneer road between Albany and Schenectady, 
a seventeen-mile stretch over which the historic De Witt Clinton train 
first operated in the summer of 1831. If all of the lines of the present 
System were laid in a single-track railroad they would reach around the 
world; it would take the Twentieth Century Limited three weeks to run 
from end to end.

The amount called for in the first charter would 
not equip a single train today. On November 1, 1924, the New York

the most severe decline that has been witnessed since the great bull mar- 
ket started on the morning of November 5, breaking all records for two- 
million share days and establishing a new high record for all time in the 


average price of fifty representative stocks. 


In some quarters of Wall 


Street this week’s decline in prices was attributed to technical market 
conditions; in such quarters it was explained that the market had be- 


come “over-bought” or “top-heavy.” 


Such explanations are n@ satisfactory, howtver, for the reason that 
the market at the opening last Monday was within less than a quarter of a 
point of the high record for all time established, for fifty representative 
Stocks at the close of last week showing a gain within a week of over two 


points. 


A market that can gain two points in a week in the average price 


of fifty shares and then close the week as the market closed last Saturday, 
certainly is not displaying signs of being “over-bought” or “top-heavy.” 

Gains and losses of from three to eighteen points were shown last 
Saturday in individual stocks with the turnover for the day the largest, 
with one exception, for any Saturday in the history of the stock exchange. 
The one exception occurred in August of 1906. There are many people 
active in the stock market today who remember what happened at that 
period and hence were frightened at last Saturday’s disorderly stock mar- 


ket.

Georgia continues to be the central 
figure in public interest. She is not

sure of all eyes, is a distinction out 
of the ordinary. 

A pretty bold statement! It calls 
to my mind the late Dr. William H. 
Felton, of the county of Bartow— 
justly beloved by evere rerson who 
had the pleasure*’of being personally 
acquainted with him—whv, having 
made in the course of an eloquent and 
a powerful speech, on the then is- 
sues of the day, a bold and sweeping 
statement cf fact, would exclaim: “If 
any person in this vast audience 
questions the accuracy of the state-

But our corn acreage was very 
much greater than we could liberally 
fertilize and methodically cultivate. 
hence the general average yield of 
corn per acre in 1923 and 1924 was 
only 12.2 busheis. That was a la- 
mentably low average yield per acre— 
the more so, when we reflect that on 
the general average yield per acre of 
all crops depend the cost of produc- 
tion. 


There is not in my heart or in my 
thoughts any criticism of farmers as 
to the small average yield per acre of 
corn. Not at all. I do wish, in the 
kindliest spirit possible to emphasize 
the supreme importance of a high gen- 
eral average yield per acre in all 
crops. What is. the common sense 


significance of a yield of 122 bushels 
of corn per acre in Georgia? 


A horse or a mule requires a year 
90 bushele of -corn; a hog requires 
22 1-2 bushels of corn a year. To feed 
the two animals one year on corn 
would take the total product of nine 
and one-fifth acres on the 12.2: bush- 
els average yield per acre in corn. 
Looks unbelievable, does it not?

Anatomically, physiologically, prac- 
tically and actually the human foot has 
one arch.

This theoretical transverse arch 
comes in very handy and I am in fa- 
vor of such use as the orthopedic sur- 
geon makes of it in everyday practice.

A NATIONAL PROBLEM. 


The people of America have had

their appetites for risque sensation- 
alism much appeased during the 
past few weeks by the testimony, 
from both sides, in the trial of the 
case of a Michigan member of con- 
gress, who is suing for divorce. 

The young defendant, who has 
filed a cross-bill, has rejoined with 
stories of wild rum parties in the 
shadow of the national capitol, par- 
ticipated in by members of con- 
gress, high officers of the army, and 
other notables of officialdom, etc., 
that have both startled and shamed 
the country. 


pee stick of the most gigantic 
lobby this country has ever main- 
tained, the Anti-Saloon league, with 
scores of men—some of them mem- 
bers of congress—paid huge politi- 
cal salaries from the free-will offer- 
ings of men and women and boys 
and girls all over the country. 


The fact that a member of con- 
gress votes “dry” does not mean 
that he is personally dry, in appe- 
tite or practice, nor does it mean 
that in his heart he is in favor of 
the Volstead, or any sumptuary law. 


It does mean that in politics he 
“plays the game.” 

Senator Copeland, of New York, 
in an address the other day, said: 


“A very interesting thing I have 
discovered about the subject of prohi- 
bition is that the practice of the in- 
dividual has very little to do with his 
conviction on the subject. Indeed, 
some of the most ardent prohibition- 
ists I have met discuss the subject 
with greatest eloquence in the prfes- 
ence of a mint julep.”’ 

Senator Copeland has not been 
in congress long, but he has learned 
something. 


It is useless to argue whether 
prohibition in this country is being 
enforced. We know that it is not. 
Whether or not it can be is the 
question, and there has been none 
so vital with the public since the 
issue Of slavery before the civil 
war. 

People are dying by the thou- 
sands every year from poisoned 
liquor. The jails are being crowded, 
the aSylums crowded, the alms- 
houses crowded, by reason of the 
abundance, and the quality of the 
scores of kinds and brands of fluids, 
consumed daily, that will do any- 
thing from dynamiting a human 
stomach to cutting a path of blood- 
shed and crime through an entire 
community. 

Six hundred deaths in the city of 
Philadelphia in 1924 from poisoned 
liquor was a record made propor- 
tionately by every city in America. 
Philadelphia is no more of a 
drunkard than New York, or Chi- 
cago, or Atlanta, in proportion to 
size. 

Liquors that will intoxicate, and 
kill, slowly or acutely; that will 
sear the consciences of otherwise 
good people; that will tear down 
every restraint, and drive the vic- 
tim into a criminal monomaniac, 
can be made almost with the ease 
of making coffee. And it is made 
today in thousands of homes which 
whisky never invaded until the 
present riot of violations began. 

It is sold in every community. It 
can be procured by any person who 
can pay the price. Those who are 


able to pay the price get the real 
thing—those who are not buy the 


The millions of laymen, whose poison stuff that often kills over- 


only knowledge of affairs in Wash- 
ington is gathered from the news- 
papers, or from the ‘‘franked” 
political propaganda that encumbers 
the mails before each election, have 
gasped in amazement at some of the 
revelations that have been made, 
under oath, through the: shrew 
tactics of sparring attorneys. 


The social situation In Washing- 
ton is not as bad as the two prin- 
cipals would lead—by their testi- 
mony—an uninformed public to 
infer. 

There is little doubt, however, 
that the situation as to the inef- 
fectiveness of prohibition there is 
no better than it is In any other 
center of population iIn_ this 
country. 

Everywhere, in city, town and 
country, among the Puritans of 
New England, and the cavaliers of 
the south, the Anglo-Saxons, the 
blacks, the Creoles, the aliens, the 
enforcement of the Volstead act 
seems to be a monumental failure. 
The carnival of drinking, the orgies 
of debauchery resulting from the 
illegal concoctions of intoxication, 
are today a national disgrace, and 
constitute the government’s out- 
standing scandal. 

Congress, it is reported, is much 
perturbed because of the sensa- 
tional testimony in the Scott 


divorce trial, and will begin an in-|

vestigation, along with a score of 
other investigations that have so 
clogged the wheels of legislation. 

Congressmen Upshaw, of Geor- 
gia, has declared he will seek to 
debar from congress every member 
who takes a drink of intoxicating 
liquors. 

Cartoonist Gregg, today, on the 
first page of the news section, has 
pictured his conception of what 
would follow such a proceeding 
really enforced. And he is very 
largely correct. 

It is not, however, any special 
indictment against congress. There 
is not a group of 500 men associ- 
ated in a working organization in 
this country—unless a ministerial 
association—in which the percent- 
age of violators, in one way or an- 
other, of the Volstead act, is not 
about as great—if the facts could 
be actually ascertained—as in the 
congressional group. 

If a preacher of the gospel slips 
from the path of rectitude his error 
is accentuated in public appraise- 
ment by reason of his position as 
a supposed moral leader. Just so, 
congress having voted the iSth 
amendment, and the statutory ve- 
hicle to carry it, by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, very naturally 
focuses attention upon a congress- 
man whose vote is ‘“‘dry’’ and whose 
practice is ‘“‘wet.”’ 

When one begins to analyze such 
a situation he begins to look for

The cataclysm of crime that is 
sweeping this country today is 
traceable to bootleg liquor and the 
ever-ready pistol. It is foolish to 
deny the facts. 

The low ebb of sex morality 
traceable to the hip-pocket bottle, 
and the new era of social license 
largely caused by the flood-tide of 
“bootlegism.”’ 

It is serious. It is the greatest 
problem—moral problem, law-and- 
order problem—that has confronted 
this country in a generation. 

The provinces of Canada ex- 
ported more liquor into America 
last year, as shown by customhouse 
records, than at any time prior to 
the Volstead act, and that does not 
include the incalculable quantity 
brought in by smugglers. 

The Atlantic coast is dotted with 
rum runners from the south. The 
Pacific coast is dotted with rum 
runners from British Columbia and 
from Lower California. 

What shall be done about it? 

If the law can be enforced it 
should be. The country cannot go 
along with its present spree. 

If it cannot be enforced as it 
stands, then, in the interest of good 
government, and the manhood and 
womanhood of the country, it 
should be changed so that ‘it can 
be enforced, and the present de- 
bauchery of a nation stopped.

OF SERVICE TO GEORGIA. 
Dodd, Meade and company, pub- 
lishers of the New International 
Encyclopedia—a series now found 
in practically every well-rounded 
reference library in the country— 
published a complete revision in 
1914, resetting the entire work. 

A supplementary series of vol- 
umes, edited by Frank Moore Colby 
and a staff of authorities, has just 
been published, covering the period 
between 1914, the year the Euro- 
pean war began, through 1924, in- 
corporating the outstanding events 
up to and including the national 
elections in this and other countries 
held only a few weeks ago. 

While the world war dominated 
the decade, the editors have main- 
tained a reasonable balance, and, 
perhaps, not more than an octavo 
volume of usual length has been 
devoied to the various features of 
the war and the historical results, 
and yet no outstanding historical 
fact is omitted. 

In so potential a work it is not 
possible, of course, to give here a 
classification of contents, but the 
scope of this supplementary work 
may be inferred from the following 
list of a few of the larger groups 
of articles: The three largest de- 
partments are biography, history 
and the industrial, financial

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commercial records of countries. 


and | 
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be mentioned agriculture, paca 
horticulture, anthropology and eth- 
nology, applied science, archaeol- 
ogy, architecture, astronomy, 
chemistry, engineering, education, 
electricty, finance, geology, manu- 
factures, medicine, literature, labor, 
mineralogy, music, philosophy, 
social economics, and so on. 

In general the plan of the work 
has been to supplement the text of 
the encyclopedia by so grouping 
these and other subjects that they 
could receive—as they have—well- 
rounded treatment. 

The feature of the 1924 supple- 


iment that is especially attractive to 


Georgians is its exceedingly fair 
and generous treatment of the state 
of Georgia and its various material 
interests, differentiating in statisti- 
cal narrative its great agricultural, 
financial, manufacturing, educa- 
tional and cultural strides in the 
last ten years. 

The extended reference to Geor- 
gia in so notable a work, consider- 
ing the reliability and justice of the 
text, will be of appreciable service 
to the state. 

OF REAL URGENCY. 

The year 1924 was 4 most dis- 
astrous one from.the standpoint of 
forest fires. “One of the most 
critical in the experience of the for- 
est service,” is the comment of 
W. B. Greeley, chief forester, in his 
annual report to the secretary of 
agriculture. 

Between 2 half million and a mii- 
lion acres of national forests alone 
were burned over, more than dou- 
bling the burned acreage of 1923, 
and involving property losses to the 
government reaching into the mil- 
lions. 

The heaviest losses, of course, 
were to the privately-owned forests, 
due to their gross enormity as com- 
pared to the federal lands. It is im- 
possible to correctly estimate the 
property losses, as there is not a suf- 
ficiently strong and coordinated for- 
est system among states to require 
the reporting of forest fire damages, 
causes, effects, etc. It is said that 
Georgia alone suffers losses of 
around $1,000,000 a year from this 
source. 

That fully 60 per cent of all for- 
est fires are occasioned by personal 
carelessness is fairly well authen- 
ticated, 

“Tt is clear,” says the forester in 
his report, “that more drastic federal 
or state police regulations are needed 
to control the use of fire in the vicin- 
ity of forest areas. The need for spe- 
cial precautionary measures ie widely 
recognized by lumber companies and 
other industrial interests, and the ma- 
jority of them in the national forest 
regions operate with comparative 
safety to their own timberlands and 
those of their neighbors. The rela- | 
tively small proportion which are out 
of step with the sentiment for forest 
protection should not be permitted to 
imperil the property of adjacent own- 
ers through continued negligence or 
indifference,” 

In this connection the pressing 
need for a definite state forest policy 
has been urged from time to time 
upon the Georgia legislature, but for 
some reason has not received favor- 
able action. A state fire warden and 
an educational system for conserva- 
tion, conducted through such a war- 
den’s office, ought to be one of the 
provisions. 


Mr. Greeley in his report lays 
special emphasis upon the develop- 
ment of a national forestry policy 
in the United States, a policy that 
has heretofore been almost entirely 
lacking as far as the 400,000,000 
acres of privately-owned forest land 
s concerned. It is from this private 
ly-owned forest land, Chief Forester 
Greeley says, that probably 80 per 
cent of the nation’s forest products 
must come in the long run. 


Besides defining a national for- 
estry policy, the Clarke-McNary act 
provides for cooperation with states 
and individuals in fighting forest 
fires, for forest planting on farms, 
for instruction in forestry to farm- 
ers, for a study of forest taxation, 
and for the enlargement of public 
ownership of forest land through 
gift, purchase and reservation of the 
public domain. 

Representative Lee, a member of 
the national forestry commission, 
which was created under the Weeks 
dct, recently secured an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 for further na- 
tional forest purchases, a substan- 
tial proportion of which will be 
spent in enlarging the Cherokee and 
Nantehala reservations in Georgia. 
These reservations are being devel- 
oped for recreational purposes, and 
it is the plan of the government to 
make “‘the Georgia national forests” 
equal to any park in this country 
in general attractiveness. 

This will require, naturally, prope: 
coordination of state and federal in- 
terests in preventing fires, the haz- 
ard being increased as the number 
of visitors to these reserves. in- 
crease. This is all the more reason 
why the Georgia legislature this year 
should establish a strong, progres- 
sive forest policy in keeping with, 
and cooperative with the federal 
policy. 

The Southern Forestry Congress 
will convene at Little Rock, Ark., 
January 19-21, inclusive. The sec- 
retary of this organization is an At- 
lantan, C. B. Harmon, and the con- 
gress is very closely linked with 
Georgia interests. It is hoped at 
this meeting definite steps may be 
taken toward bringing the needs of | 
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the legislatures of each of the south- 
ern states. Timber conservation and 
proper reforestation are economic 
problems of great moment at this 
time, so recognized by the govern- 
ment and by all economists.

To watch its opera- 
tion, to observe the methods adopted | 
by its leaders, does not mean that the 
watcher is a bolshevist or even given 
to radical profession. No more than | 
being a spectator of Mussolini’s black- 
shirt parades would make a man) 
necessarily a sympathizer with 
fascism. 

But to the liberal-minded observer 
there will be a broader sympathy than | 
mere partisan favoritism. He will | 
watch with care and anxiety the fate | 
in such! 
greatly varying phases as Russia and 
Italy. To the student of history the 
experiment of bolshevism 1s one of 
the most interesting phenomena since 
Plato wrote “The Republic” and the 
first communist and anti-militarist 
Christian congregations were baptize:l 
in blood by Hebrew ecclesiasticism 
and Roman imperialism. 

Trotsky’s book therefore takes a 
place in the world %f fact. It is not 
intended as a piece of literature and 
it is not an attempt to whitewash the 
methods adopted by the bolsheviks. |

The book is characteristically a, 
polemic and not a constructive essay. | 
Its self-confidence, its dash, even its 
insolence, are a true expression of 


the movement. And unlike his previous 
contribution directed against the so- 
cialists of Europe, the new book is a 
challenge to the leaders ot the bol- 
shevik party in Russia. He warns 
Zinovieff and Stalin that the evolu- 
tion towards communism in hKussia 1s 
only in its early stages. He sides with 
Lenin in his estimation that it will 
be necessary perhaps to make even 
more and more oye and com- 
promises, and, like the first premier | 
of red Russia, Trotsky is of the opin- 
ion that the transition period which 
ultimately is to land Russia and the 
world at the communist ideal may 
have to include a phase of controlled 
capitalist production before it can ad- 
vance to the next theoretical era. 
Trotsky’s book shows one thing and 
that is that catastrophic revolution 
and the seizure of political power do 
not in themselves avail to create a 
socialist society. It has retarded eco- 
nomic developmert. Perhaps too 
great importance has been attached 
to the control of political power, a 
process that involved, in so far as the 
bolsheviks were concerned, an achieve- 
ment of the impossible, tLe defense 
of the revolution. But this long pe- 
riod of defense of bolshevist polit | 
cal mastery, this illusion of a_dic- 
tatorship, has so far meant for Rus- 


duction .and exchange. 

The book is a sincere «nalysis, a 
bold challenge and a rather remark- 
ably frank discussion of the inner

The charge against Trotsky was and 
will remain his restless urging for 
economic rehabilitation of the country 
and his lack of appreciating the illu- 
sion of dictating. To be on top is 
not enough, there must be progress if 
an ideal State is to emerge after the 
transition period, He, therefore. 
charges his colleagues with laxity, 
with shortsightedness and too great an 
adherence to the letter of Marxian 
doctrine. 

In the language of economic and po- 
litical determinism Trotsky has sound- 
ed a warning to his fellow creators 
of the Russian revolution and the mes- 
saze of the warning consists of the 
words : “The letter killeth, but the 
Spirit muketh alive.”

There is an inevitable com- 
merce between us. This is true, not 
simply in oils and minerals, wheat and 
cotton, but there is a commerce of 
ideas and customs—an interchange of 
justice or injustice, kindness or cruel- 
ty, love or hate. The very life of 
civilization, as the commercial life 
within a nation, is dependent upon its 
credit. It is dependent upon tbe faith 
of nation in nation to fulfill—not 
simply financial—but all obligations. 
Our Obligations. 

The question then which stands 
athwart the pathway of civilization to- 
aay with insistent interrogation is, 
what is the obligation of one nation 


to the other nations of the world? 
Since all the nations must draw upon 
the common resources of the earth; 
and since each nation is dependent in 
some degree upon all the other na- 
tions for health, prosperity and peace, 
then I hold that each nation owes to 
all the other nations its best, in ma- 
terial and spiritual resources where- 
with to make this old earth a good 
place in which to live. This is the 
American doctrine. This ie what our

LITTLE pool of water the 

size of a chocolate caramel 

contains more energy than 

a billion horses. If we 

could control the _ force 
locked up in those few drops we 
should have power Sufficient to run 
500 snorting locomotives for an 
hour. Safe in the hands of nature 
such energy has existed in water ever 
since water began, and not only there 
but in every atom throughout the 
universe, which means in all nature 
from the tip of a new-born baby’s 
finger to a piece of iron ore. 

The earth and the whole material 
universe are teeming with energy 
hitherto unavailable, but at least 
some of which scientists hope soon to 
succeed in 
distinguished physicist has changed a 
little of the metal tungsten into he- 
lium gas. 

If he succeeds in making. this 
transformation on a larger scale, and 
thus is able to set free vast new stores 
of energy, we shall find ourselves in 
a new world. For locked up in the 
invisible fortresses of matter is force 
unbelievably powerful.

fear of the woodman’s axe. Man 
would have obtained another source 
of power relatively limitless in ex- 
tent. From a little fragment of wire 
would come energy equivalent to the 
burning of a thousand trees. 


This highly concentrated power is 
a potential part of every fragment of 
matter—animal, vegetable or min- 
eral; gas, liquid or solid. It is latent 
in the atoms of which every sub- 
stance is composed, and which, al- 
though invisible, we know to _ be 
composed of still smaller bodies, call- 
ed electrons, which are continually 
whirling at a speed that often reaches 
20,000 miles a second. 

But does science dare release this 
enormous reservoir of highly con- 
centrated power? Is it wise or safe 
to set it free and attempt to turn it 
to man’s uses? 


| bgedy scientists view with grave 
alarm the growing success of 
the efforts physicists are making to 
master the mighty secrets the atom 
holds. They fear that if science suc- 
ceeds in releasing this new energy it 
will have started something it cannot 
stop. 

It is possible, they think, that the 


Series of transformations which will 
follow the unlocking of the atom’s 
hidden power will prove something 
too tremendous for man to control— 
something which will sweep away his 
civilization and eventually, perhaps, 
destroy the earth itself. 

Nature, 
loose these mysterious forces may 
rise in stupendous power and destroy 
the men who boldly tickled her. We 
may learn enough about these ener- 
gies to set them free, but not enough 
to clamp back the lid when we have 
had sufficient of this marvelous dis- 
covery. 

“Should the research worker of 
the future,” says T. W. Asten, the 
well-known English physician, “‘dis- 
cover some means of releasing this 
energy in a form which could be em- 
ployed, the human race will have at 
iis command powers beyond the 
dreams of. scientific fiction, but the 
remote possibility must always be 
considered that the energy once lib- 
erated will be completely uncon- 
trollable and by its intense violence 
detonate all neighboring substances. 
In this event the whole of the hydro- 
gen on the earth might be trans- 
formed at once and the success of the 


once aroused to shake: 


Suppose this great experiment did 
not get away from us, that the 
scientist would be able to keep the 
new energy under complete control. 
Might it not still prove a curse to the 
world instead of a blessing? 

The picture of what might happen 
if some unscrupulous man or group 
of men should monopolize this new 
power and ruthlessly turn it to their 
evil purposes is an appalling one. 

But in spite of the possible grave 
dangers involved the effort to release 
the atom’s power goes ste1dily on, 
Many workers in physics and chemis- 
try are trying to crack this exceeding- 
ly difficult nut, to batter down what 
we might call the strong box of. the 
microscopic atom and lay bare its 
secrets. 

When you understand that the tip 
of your little finger contains many 
more than fifty million billion of 
atoms, it does not seem quite so in- 
credible that the carbon, the calcium, 
the water constituents and other ele- 
ments of which that finger is coms 
posed have locked up within them 
forces which if suddenly released could 
blow you to pieces. 

There is more reality in the world 
that is invisible than there is in mats 
ter which we see and hear and feel, 
because at bottom all matter is com- 
posed of invisible atoms. When 
enough of these atoms get together 
we may feel them as wind upon our 
cheeks, or see them as steam over the 
tea kettle; when still more of them 
get together we can see them better 


This express train is traveling at what we think the 
great speed of sixty-five miles an hour. But the 
electrons in the atoms which form the steel in the 
engine and cars, the coal in the tender, the up- 
holstery in the coaches and even the flesh 
and bone of the passengers aftd crew are 
revolving at the rate of 20,000 miles a 
second.

First, the 
flesh is coated with a preparation 
which, while permitting the plaster to 
sink into every crevice and register ac- 
curately every curve, will prevent ifs 
adhering too closely to the skin and 
enable the operator to withdraw if 
easily as it hardens. 

In making a wax model of the whole 
figure the plaster cast is made in sec- 
tions, the legs, arms and trunk being 
the first parts to be attacked. The 
head, being the most difficult of all to 
cast, is left until the last.

Science,” “is the smallest particle of 
a chemical element. No one has ever 
seen an atom. Even the wonderful 
new microscope which has just been 
invented. cannot possibly show us 
particles of matter which are a mil- 
lion timess maller than the breadth 
ot a hair; for that is the size of atoms. 


“We can weigh them and measure 
them, though they are invisible, and 
we know that all matter is composed 
of them. It is a new discovery that 
atoms are not indivisible. They con- 
sist of smaller particles called elec- 
trons. But the atoms exist all the 
same, and we may still say that they 

re the bricks of which the material 
universe is built. 

“If we had some magical glass by 
means of which we could see into the 
structure of material things, we should 
not see the atoms put evenly together 
as bricks are in a wall. 

‘As a rule two or more atoms first 
come together to form a larger par- 
ticle, which we call a molecule. Single 
atoms do not, as a rule, exist apart 
trom other atoms; if a molecule is 
broken up the individual atoms seek 
to unite with other atoms of an en- 
tiie » different kind or among them- 
selves. 

‘For example, three atoms of 
oxygen form what we call ozone; 
two atoms of hydrogen uniting with 
one atom of ogygen form water. It 
is molecules, composed of millions 
and billions of little atoms, that form 
the mass of matier. a molecule, as it 
has been expressed, is a little build- 
ing of which atoms are the bricks.’
